THE ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee.

The State requires the School Committee to present 
to the town at its annual meeting a statement in detail 
of the conditions of its several schools. Your committee 
offers the following report : 

The Selectmen made return in April last of 149 
. children in town between the ages of five and fifteen 
years ; 87 boys and 62 girls. The same month copies 
of the law respecting the compulsory attendance of 
children at school were furnished the prudential com- 
mittee to be posted as the law directs. The number of 
scholars in town not less then five years of age and at- 
tending school not less than two weeks is 161; boys 84 
and girls 77.

The school appropriation for the year was $756.00 
Raised in addition 500.00 
Amount of Literary Fund 74.82 
Making an aggregate of 1330.82 
Being an average for each enrolled scolar of 8.26 


The studies pursued have been Monroe’s Spelling, 
Franklin Readers, White’s Arithmetics, Eclectic Series 
in Geography, Swinton’s Grammar, Brown’s History 
of the United States,, Greenleaf’s Algebra, Well’s 
Science of Common Things, Payson, Dunton and 
Scribner’s Penmanship and Book-keeping. ‘This system 
of penmanship takes the place of the Duntonian Duplex 
Copy Book of the last few years. A valuable Writ- 
ing ‘Tablet illustrating the principles of penmanship 
has been placed in the Grammar School, and another 
one in District No. 2. Robinson’s Complete Arith- 
metic revised by Daniel W. Fish has, been introduced 
for the more advanced pupils in the Grammar School. 
The number of different scholars in town* studying Spel- 
ling is 161, Penmanship 187, Arithmetic 154, Geography 
97, Grammar 80, History 22, Composition 42, Algebra 
5, Science of Common Things 6, Drawing 1, Reading 
161. ; 

There. are in town two school districts with Messrs. 
Charles EK. Durrell and William F. Littlefield,Prudential 
Committees. We have four schools, classified for con- 
venience as Primary, Intermediate, Grammar, and one 
of Mixed Grade. 'The teachers employed the past year 
were the Misses Martha W. Haley, Clara F’. Hayes, 
Harriet E. Sanborn and Flora EK. Smith. ‘They were 
all well known to the community and have shown them- 
selves worthy of confidence and co-operation. In every 
case each school has continued under the care of the 
same teacher for the entire school year. It is very pleasant 
to be able to say that the several teachers have managed 
their respective schools successfully. They have proved

themselves competent and faithful. Very little com- 
plaint has come to your committee, nor has anything in 
the management of the schools called for special inter- 
ference on his part. Sincere thanks are due to the pru- 
dential committees, teachers, parents, guardians and 
pupils for their hearty interest and co-operation. Such 
united interest will enable us to secure all the benefits 
which our schools afford.

Money appropriated to the District, $1142.82. Length 
of schools 31 weeks—two terms of 10 weeks each, and 
one term of 11 weeks. . Whole-number of different 
scholars in the district, 142. They have shown decided 
improvement in the course of the year. It has been 
apparent to all in the village that a quiet but firm hand 
was controlling the schools, very much to the advantage 
of the scholars and the comfort of the neighborhood. 
During the winter the schools were interrupted to some 
degree, and one school was closed for a week, by the 
general vaccination of teachers.and scholars. At the 
closing examinations the recitations and declamations 
were rendered in a prompt and satisfactory manner.

usual by a clock which ticks merrily from the wall. Here 
were pupils ranging from the age of five years to that of 
twenty-eight years; and studies from the primer to 
natural philosophy and the science of government. 

Flora E. Smith, teacher. Wages per month, first term, 
$24.00; second term, $28.00. Length of school, 24 
weeks—one term of 11 weeks and one of 13 weeks. 
Number of scholars first term, 18; average, 16; second 
term, 13, average 10. Percentage of daily attendance, 
first term, .94; second term, 100. Daniel R. Smith was 
present, and Herbert W. Smith present without being 
tardy, every half day of the second term. Visits by 
school committee first term, 4, second term, 4; parents 
and friends, first term, 37, second term 41. 

The school is of a size to bring all of the pupils under 
the closest personal attention of the teacher. A resident 
of the District, and but lately among its scholars, the 
teacher entered upon her work in a manner destined to 
achieve success. Having the good will of her former 
companions, commendable progress was made in all the 
branches taught. Several pupils were absent at the 
last visits of the committee, but the exercises of those 
present proved the faithfulness of the work done by both 
teacher and scholars. So few is the number when all 
attend, it seems a pity that anything should keep chil- 
dren away. A prize consisting of one of Jane Porter’s 
popular books, offered by Mr. Charles E. Smith for pro- 
ficiency in spelling, was awarded at the close of the 
second term to Herbert W. Smith.
